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Summary 

U.  S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  during  1966  were 
valued  at  $61.4  million,  only  slightly  above  the  1965  level  of  $60.6  million. 
As  a result  of  inventory  reduction,  black  pepper  imports  were  off  sharply,  and 
vanilla  bean  imports  declined  from  the  1965  near-record  level.  Higher  prices 
reduced  cassia  imports  by  one-third;  however,  mustard  seed  imports  increased 
significantly  and  allspice  (pimento)  imports  more  than  doubled.

Because  of  larger  world  supplies,  reduced  U.  S.  buyer  interest,  and  the 
resumption  of  trade  relations  between  Indonesia  and  Singapore,  New  York  whole- 
sale black  pepper  prices  declined  during  1966  to  an  average  of  43. 3 cents  per 
pound,  a reduction  of  4.6  cents  from  the  previous  year.  Prices  continued  to 
weaken  during  January  and  February  1967,  averaging  37 .8  cents  and  35-5  cents, 
respectively.  Although  in  1966  pepper  prices  averaged  lower,  they  still  were 
at  higher  levels  than  during  1962-64. 

At  a December  19 66  Paris  meeting  between  the  Malagasy  Republic  Government  and 
the  U.  S.  Vanilla  Bean  and  Flavoring  Extract  Manufacturers  Association,  the 
Malagasy  Republic  agreed  to  allocate  an  export  quota  of  850  metric  tons  of 
vanilla  beans  for  shipment  to  the  United  States  during  1967*  Prices  will 
remain  at  $10.20  per  kilogram  ($4.63  per  lb.),  the  same  as  in  the  1966  quota 
arrangement . 


Quota  allotments  have  now  been  changed  from  a semi-annual  to  a quarterly  basis, 
which  will  enable  U.  S.  importers  to  carry  smaller  inventories.  The  1967 
distribution  was  set  at  150  tons  for  the  first  quarter;  250  tons  each  during 
the  second  and  third;  and  200  tons  for  the  final  quarter.  It  was  decided  that 
any  unsold  portions  of  the  quotas  would  be  automatically  cancelled  at  the  end 
of  each  quarter.  This  ruling  also  applies  to  the  last  half  of  1966,  when 
U.  S.  buying  failed  to  reach  the  430- ton  level  allocated  for  that  period.

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World  Pepper  Trade 

World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L. ) during  1965  totaled 
142  million  pounds,  8 percent  above  1964,  but  well  below  1963  exports  of  172.8 
million  pounds.  Exports  by  India,  Sarawak,  Brazil,  Cambodia,  and  Ceylon  rose 
sharply  in  1965;  however,  Indonesian  shipments  were  nearly  halved  from  the 
previous  year  and  Malagasy  Republic  exports  declined  from  the  1964  record 
level.  World  exports  in  1966  are  expected  to  approximate  the  1965  level  as 
gains  by  India  and  Indonesia  will  probably  be  offset  by  smaller  shipments  from 
Sarawak  and  Brazil. 

As  importers  and  manufacturers  have  been  reducing  inventories,  U.  S.  imports 
of  black  and  white  pepper  during  1966  fell  to  37*8  million  pounds,  down  from 
47.7  million  pounds  imported  during  1965* 

Reflecting  a record  1965 ”66  (November -October)  harvest  of  75  million  pounds, 
India  * s exports  during  the  first  10  months  of  1966  reached  48.8  million  pounds, 
14  percent  over  the  corresponding  1965  period.  The  USSR  was  the  largest 
recipient  of  the  January- October  shipments,  taking  a record  16.7  million 
pounds — exceeding  total  annual  Soviet  buying  of  any  preceding  year.  Shipments 
to  the  United  States  for  the  same  period  totaled  10.6  million  pounds,  about 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Indian  exports  in  1965  rose  38  percent  over  the  previous  year,  to  50  million 
pounds.  The  large  rise  was  attributable  to  increased  buying  by  the  United 
States  and  the  USSR.  In  1965*  U.  S.  purchases  from  India  more  than  tripled 
the  1964  level  of  3*6  million  pounds  and  shipments  to  the  USSR — the  largest 
buyer  in  recent  years=--increased  by  2.3  million  pounds  to  12.8  million. 

Indonesian  exports  in  1965  fell  to  27.3  million  pounds,  the  lowest  since  1953* 
The  sharp  fall  in  shipments  was  attributed  to  a small  harvest  and  to  the 
retention  of  pepper  stocks  by  farmers  and  exporters  in  view  of  the  continuation 
of  Indonesia’s  spiraling  inflation. 

Hie  United  States  was  the  largest  recipient  for  the  1965  exports,  taking  55 
percent  of  the  total,  with  most  of  the  balance  going  to  the  Netherlands  and 
West  Germany.  Exports  during  1966  are  expected  to  increase  because  of  a 
larger  crop  and  resumption  of  commercial  relations  with  Singapore. 

Brazil's  exports  in  1965  reached  a record  16.3  million  pounds,  nearly  double 

1964  shipments.  Production  has  been  increasing  rather  rapidly  as  new 
acreage  comes  into  bearing.  Hie  19 66  crop  is  expected  to  reach  22  million 
pounds,  compared  with  18.1  million  in  1965  and  14.9  million  in  1964. 

Sales  have  remained  slow  this  year  and  exports  will  be  well  under  the  record 

1965  level.  Shipments  through  the  third  week  of  October  totaled  7*7  million 
pounds,  3.6  million  under  the  corresponding  1965  period. 
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Exports  from  Sarawak  came  to  a near  record  level  of  39*5  million  pounds  in 
1965.  Exports  during  the  first  11  months  of  1966  totaled  27.3  million 
pounds,  compared  with  37-4  million  during  the  similar  1965  period.  The 
hulk  of  the  shipments  are  still  channeled  through  the  Singapore  entrepot 
despite  continued  efforts  to  export  directly  to  importing  nations.
